Uber and Lytt Agree 
to Pricey New S.F Tax 





The threat of an expensive November ballot measure battle compelled Lyft and Uber to agree to the 


plan before it reached voters.

San Francisco announced a rare com- 
promise on Tuesday between the city and two 
transportation network companies — Uber and 
Lyft — after months of negotiations led by Su- 
pervisor Aaron Peskin’s office. In a statement 
sent to the press, the ride-share companies prom- 
ised to comply with a plan to tax each ride taken in 
the city. Legislation will direct funds raised by the 
tax to city transportation infrastructure and oper- 
ation. 

Assemblymember Phil Ting will push for 
state legislation that would permit S.F. to issue 
a per-ride tax. A 3.26 percent tax would be 
placed upon regular single-passenger trips, and 
a shared Uber Pool or Lyft Line will have a1.5 
percent tax. Trips made by fully electric vehicles 
or those that can accomodate wheelchairs will 
be tax-free. 

The agreement came as the threat of a No- 
vember ballot measure forcing a tax loomed. 
Put forth by Peskin, the measure had solid 
backing and appeared likely to pass. If it went 
forward, both Transportation Network Com- 
panies (TNCs) would have had to shell out a 
large sum of money in opposition ads, and still 
may have lost the fight. In a show of good faith, 
Peskin pulled the measure after Uber and Lyft 
conceded to the tax. 

“This is a win-win for everyone,’ he said. 


“We have a $100 million local funding obliga- 
tion to meet the transportation demands of 

a growing city. Voters have made it clear that 
they want corporations to pay their fair share 
to meet that need, particularly when there is 

a nexus to issues like congestion and traffic. 
I’m optimistic that this concession on the part 
of the TNCs signals a shift in their corporate 
culture and a willingness to work with — not 
fight with — local governments.” 

The agreement marks a notable shift in 
the perception many companies have regard- 
ing their rights to operate in San Francisco 
unchecked. Despite Lyft and Uber’s refusal to 
release internal transit data, multiple stud- 
ies conducted in the past year show that the 
companies increase traffic in cities where they 
operate. The San Francisco County Transporta- 
tion Authority estimates that together Lyft and 
Uber average a total of 82 million trips annual- 
ly, with 80 to 90 percent of drivers commuting 
from outside San Francisco, in many cases from 
hours away. 

And with those drivers comes a slew of 
traffic safety concerns. Last September, the 
San Francisco Police Department reported that 
almost two thirds of congestion-related traffic 
violations downtown were from Uber and Lyft 
vehicles. Behavior cited by SFPD included TNC 
vehicles driving in public transit-only lanes, 
blocking bike lanes, and driving down stretch- 
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es of Market Street that are closed to private 
vehicles. 

City Attorney Dennis Herrera has inter- 
vened multiple times to address Uber and Lyft’s 
“public nuisance,” requesting transparency 
around driver pay and miles logged, and for the 
companies to improve their drivers’ adherence 
with the law. 

But with this latest agreement, the optimistic 
among us may have reason to believe the tide 
is turning. Among them is Brian Wiedenmeier, 
executive director of the San Francisco Bicycle 
Coalition. 

“Lyft and Uber have an outsize impact on our 
city’s streets, adding tens of thousands of addi- 
tional vehicles in conflict with our Transit First 
policy,’ he said. “It’s only logical that our city, like 
many others around the country, make them 
pay their fair share in order to maintain and im- 
prove the streets they drive on, and I’m pleased 
to see them step up and do the right thing.” 

As for providing their transportation data to 
the city — which would help S.F. create better 
infrastructure and laws to manage the influx 
of vehicles on our streets — the verdict is still 
out, at least until another politician threatens 
them with a ballot measure.

Now It’s Time to 
Change the Beat 


A “people's choir” advocated Tuesday fora 
ballot measure to save projected hotel tax 
revenues for arts programs.

The Board of Supervisors on Tuesday unani- 
mously sent a measure to the November ballot that in- 
creases funding for arts programs around the city — 
without raising any taxes or taking money from a spe- 
cific department. 

If the measure passes the two-thirds threshold, 
roughly $113 million would go toward cultural orga- 
nizations, districts, centers, and the San Francisco 
Arts Commission, beginning in 2019. 

More than 70 related organizations, including 
Calle 24 Latino Cultural District and San Francisco 
Grants for the Arts, are on board with the measure 
already. 

“We have almost everyone’s support for this,” 
said Vinay Patel of the Asian Pacific Islander Cultural 
Center in San Francisco. “This is something that is 
visionary.” 

A coalition of arts and culture organizations advo- 
cated for the measure on the steps of City Hall before 
the Board of Supervisors meeting, which Supervisors 
Katy Tang, Aaron Peskin, Rafael Mandelman, and 
Sandra Lee Fewer joined. Speakers pointed to the 
measure as a direct solution to keeping the cultural 
lifeblood of San Francisco alive, including its public 
school students. Currently, an 8-percent base tax on 
hotel rooms goes into the general fund, but this mea- 
sure dedicates 1.5 percent to arts programs. Another 
six percent surcharge tax levied on hotel rooms would 
also be left to the general fund. 

“Arts education has a profound effect on youth,” 
said Ron Gallman, education programs director of 
the San Francisco Symphony. “It’s time to restore this 
respect for arts and culture so San Francisco can con- 
tinue to thrive.” 

In true artistic fashion, one method of persuasion 
was a ‘people’s choir,” which Rachel Lastimosa of 
SOMA Pilipinas led and the audience repeated. The 
call-and-response lyrics are too good not to sample: 


San Francisco how you've changed (San Francis- 
co how you've changed) 

Your population’s rearranged (your population’s 
rearranged) 

Displaced families in the streets (displaced fami- 
lies in the streets) 

Now it’s time to change the beat (now it’s time to 
change the beat) 

All the money coming in (all the money coming 
in) 

From all the global tourism (from all the global 
tourism) 

Arts and culture’s what we choose (arts and cul- 
ture’s what we choose) 

No, we can’t afford to lose (no, we can’t afford to 
lose). 


No word on whether San Franciscans will hear this 
particular people’s choir, but it hints at a fun, creative 
campaign for November. 

“The medium is going to be the message,” Peskin said.

For years, city departments have 
been trying to flee the crumbling, seismically 
unsound Hall of Justice. Walk into the 1958 
building any day of the week and you'll be 
sure to find “out of order” signs on everything 
from water fountains to toilet stalls. Rats 
scamper down hallways, and at one point, the 
District Attorney's Office had to evacuate 
several offices due to sewage leaking through 
ceiling panels. A bitter battle is brewing over 
who should pay for the building’s demolition 
or repairs, and the bills are racking up. Last 
October, the Board of Supervisors approved 
new leases for the District Attorney’s Office, 
Adult Probation, and police investigations 
unit to move out of the Hall of Justice into 
new facilities. 

But one population doesn’t have the 
privilege of relocating: inmates. This week, 
Bay Area civil rights lawyer Yolanda Huang 
filed a $150,000 suit against the city of San 
Francisco on behalf of seven inmates who 
she says have suffered physical injuries, 
emotional distress, and loss of personal 
property. 

All plaintiffs in the case live on A-Block, 
which apparently suffers from frequent 
plumbing disasters. According to Huang, 
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toilets back up regularly, sometimes with 
explosive force. When this happens, in- 
mates are forced to mop up the mess with 
their bedding. 

“Once the wet blankets are removed, the 
inmates who live in these cells are usually 
required to clean the floors. ... Supplies 
provided to inmates are inadequate, do 
not disinfect, and are provided for limited 
time periods. ... The floors and furniture 
inside these cells are never truly disinfect- 
ed,” Huang said. “The foul smell and odors 
are pervasive. During this entire period, 
prisoners are forced to remain in their cells 
and forced to eat in their cells while there is 
sewage on the floors.” 

The physical effects of this environment, 
Huang claims, have caused inmates to suf- 
fer from skin rashes, intestinal problems, 
and headaches. 

“Inmates have slipped and fallen on the 
sewage and slippery floor, injuring them- 
selves and then contracting skin rashes,” 
she says. “Being forced to live in this un- 
sanitary, disgusting, nauseating, offensive, 
and outrageous situation is creating severe 
hardships for the prisoners. ... Some have 
developed severe psychological stress, 
including extreme disrepair and suicidal 
ideation.”

This is not the first civil suit Huang has 
filed on behalf of people in jail. She’s rep- 
resenting six inmates from Santa Rita Jail 
in Dublin who claim that Alameda County 
sheriff’s deputies mistreated them while 
they were in custody — and, in some cases, 
coerced them into having abortions. 

In the meantime, the Hall of Justice 
is emptying out. All 135 Adult Probation 
Department staff are scheduled to move 
into 945 Bryant St. in mid-2019, after the 
city approved a 20-year lease that will cost 
$33.9 million for the first 10 years. The Po- 
lice Department's Hall of Justice staff will 
be shifted down the block to 777 Brannan 
St., for a 10-year lease that totals $15.9 
million. And the District Attorney’s Office 
will relocate to 350 Rhode Island St., which 
comes in at some $90 million over the next 
decade. 

Once all those moves take place, 850 
Bryant St. will become home just to explod- 
ing toilets, broken water fountains, courts, 
and the jail population, which as of this 
week, consists of 332 inmates.

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Lean, Mean Voting Machine

A potential new voting system may not guarantee 
San Franciscans night-of election results, but agonizing, eight- 
day waits for a new mayor are likely behind us. 

That scenario unfolded in June, mostly thanks to the sheer 
amount of mail-in ballots that streamed in days after the polls 
had closed. But this past week, voters and the San Francisco 
Department of Elections had the chance to engineer a smooth- 
er, less tedious process on several fronts. 

For future elections, Dominion Voting Systems has an 
alternative that will allow voters to select their choices on a 
huge Android tablet complete with ADA-friendly accessibility 
options, a language bar, a review page, and companion printer 
to track their choices on paper. To extend the ranked-choice 
voting confusion, voters can rank up to 10 candidates on the 
screen. 

“This system is much more versatile than the existing sys- 
tem,’ says Larry Korb, a sales engineer for Dominion. 

Electronic voting may reflexively trigger fear of placing 
trust in digital systems — especially as Russian influence argu- 
ably goes unchecked. But voting wouldn't be 100 percent elec- 
tronic; whether it’s completed with the touch of a fingerprint 
or mailed-in with pen marks, every ballot would have a paper 
copy and digital scan for the Department of Elections to keep. 

If a ballot needs a human review — for instance, to verify 
which candidate was intended for outside-the-bubble pen 
marks — it can be selected onscreen, and that history will be 
tied to the ballot. Every single ballot could also be posted on- 
line for the public to review, offering greater transparency. 

Like the basement in City Hall, each precinct will come with 
a machine to scan the paper votes, which takes about 10 sec- 
onds per ballot. The machine stores the results on a memory 
card, which will be physically taken to the Department of Elec- 
tions so as to leave the internet out of the equation. 

Another machine is primarily intended for mail-in ballots 
and can scan 70 or 80 a minute — saving time and avoiding a 
labor shortage during election season (something that a hum- 
ming economy can exacerbate, Arntz says). 

On Monday, Dominion defended its reputation for security 
after a FiveThirtyEight analysis of private voter machine secu- 
rity found that a client portal webpage lacked basic encryption 
that would keep sensitive login credentials safe. Kay Stimson, 
Dominion’s vice president of government affairs, tells SF 
Weekly the webpage is completely separate from internal com- 
pany documents and, of course, the internet-less machines 
themselves, but that it has been taken down while the compa- 
ny boosts encryption security. 

A contract is under negotiation, but Arntz estimates a 
lease of the system would cost about $2 million per year. San 
Francisco would likely end up paying half of that, with funds 
from a statewide effort to upgrade voting systems funding the 
other half. 

Dominion was the only candidate that met the high level of 
standards and can account for ranked-choice voting, so if San 
Francisco does indeed upgrade, this is pretty much the system 
we re getting. Sacramento and Contra Costa counties just ad- 
opted it, too. 

City voters wouldn’t use the new Dominion service until 
November 2019 at the earliest. Since the department is mov- 
ing its storage warehouses from Pier 48 to Pier 31 at the end 
of the year, Arntz says they prefer to wrap up any change in 
machines by then. 

“We don’t want to bring our old system with us,” Artnz 
says.

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A New Cannabis 
PSA Breaks a 
Few Eggs to 
Combat Stigma 


Artisans on Fire co-owner Dustin 
Iannotti was 4 years old when the infa- 
mous “fried egg” commercial first ap- 
peared on televisions across the nation. 

When actor John Roselius gravely 
informed viewers back in 1987 that 
doing drugs was the equivalent of 
putting your brain in a frying pan, the 
message came with a visual that was 
hard to forget. TV Guide would later 
recognize the commercial as one of 
the top 100 television advertisements 
of all time. The video was viral before 
the concept was even introduced, 
making such a splash the American 
Egg Board — yup, that’s a thing — 
registered their frustrations out of 
fear the clip might lead to a reduction 
in egg sales. 

Cultural touchstones ranging from

Saturday Night Live to Breaking Bad 
have referenced the campaign over 
the years, proving its staying power 
as a lasting piece of anti-drug propa- 
ganda. 

By nature, public service an- 
nouncements have always arrived 
with an axe to grind. Now lannotti 
and his Las Vegas cannabis marketing 
agency are giving the infamous an- 
ti-drug clip a new slant. 

“When we asked our clients what 
the most memorable drug-related 
commercial or PSA was that they 
remembered, they all referred back 
to the fried egg,” Iannotti explains. 
“What I remember about that com- 
mercial is that it was very effective, 
but that it also shed a very negative 
light on drugs as a whole.” 

In the Artisans on Fire update, 
the stern, Roselius’ Caucasian visage 
is replaced with pro- 
fessional chef Todd 
Sugimoto, who re-cre- 
ates the original video's 
opening dialogue but 
substitutes “cannabis” 
for the catch-all “drugs.” 
At the point where 
Roselius cracks a shell 
into a frying pan and | 
lets it sizzle, Sugimoto | 
instead takes the egg — 
meant to represent the 


San Francisco's Premier Recreational 
and Medical Cannabis Dispensary 
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brains of those who use the substance 
— and proceeds to prepare a healthy, 
delicious omelet. 


The message is meant to highlight 


the creativity and wellness possibil- 
ities offered by cannabis while dis- 
tancing pot from its former image as 
a narcotic only suitable for ne’er-do- 
wells and burnouts. 


In keeping with the spirit of the 


original PSA, Artisans on Fire decided 
to self-fund its version. They found 

a household to film in, recruited the 
chef of an acclaimed casino restaurant 
to play the starring role, and spent a 
day painstakingly recreating Roselius’ 
exact movements from three decades 
earlier. 


The project also has a personal 
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connection for Iannotti, whose father 
has battled cancer for the better part 
of a decade and found medicinal 











benefits from using cannabis prod- 
ucts. 

“My father had cancer of the 
spleen,” Iannotti says, “and he’s used 
CBD products for the last year or so 
to help get his blood count up. He 
believes very strongly that CBD has 
done a better job for him than many 
of the very expensive prescriptions 
he has.” 

This updated version of “This Is 
Your Brain on Drugs” is predated by 
a 2017 video released by the Drug 
Policy Alliance. In that clip, actress 
Rachael Leigh Cook — best known 
for her starring role in the 1999 teen 
romance She's All That — revisits 
the PSA she made in 1997 that saw 
her violently smashing a kitchen to 
pieces with a frying pan to explain the 
harm caused by using heroin. In the 

new version, she instead 
explains how a white egg 
faces almost no conse- 
quences for their drug 
use, before narrating an 
animated clip detailing 
the chilling experiences 
faced by a brown egg 
that engages in the same 
activities. 

While the Drug Pol- 
icy Alliance focuses on 
the racial inequalities 
that have come to de-

fine the “War on Drugs,” Iannotti and 
his team instead have created a PSA 
focused on combating the stigmas fre- 
quently levied at cannabis users. 

“If nothing else comes of it, we 
would just love to get more awareness 
out there,” he says. “This is meant to 
serve as a way for the cannabis indus- 
try to come out from the darkness 
and into the light.” 

Released on July 17, the new PSA 
has yet to go viral — it currently has 
just under 6,000 views — but Iannotti 
remains hopeful that word-of-mouth 
will help the clip gain traction in the 
days and weeks to come. 

For now, he’s just happy that the 
man who helped inspire him to create 
the video seems to be a fan. 

“My dad has seen the video,” 
Iannotti confirms. “I told him that it 
was obviously, in part, dedicated to 
him, and he was very, very grateful. 
He said, ‘Go team. Keep fighting the 
fight.’ It was a nice moment between 
us. He’s proud either way, but I feel 
like this played a small role in making 
him that much prouder.”

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Lawful limits for 
police vehicles to skirt 
traffic regulations

This week’s question comes from 
Nate in Oakland, who writes: 


: [know, of course, that police and 
fire trucks are entitled to speed down 
city streets with sirens and flashing lights 
when responding to emergencies. But 
I’m sure I'm not the only one to have also 
seen police cars slide through red traffic 
lights for no apparent reason. Is this 
legal? What are the rules of the road for 
emergency vehicles and what happens 
if someone is hurt by one, for example, 
running a red light? 


: Thanks for your question, Nate. 
t can be confusing to know when 
police are using their law enforcement 
authority legitimately and when 
they’ve exceeded their lawful limits, 
especially in cases when an innocent 
member of the public gets hurt. 


In general, California Vehicle Code 
(CVC) regulations apply to all drivers, 
whether or not they are acting in a law 
enforcement or other public capacity. 
The only exception to that rule, pro- 
vided in CVC Section 21055, applies 
when an authorized emergency vehicle 
is either: (1) responding to an emer- 
gency call or fire alarm; (2) engaged in 
rescue operations; or (3) in immediate 
pursuit of an actual or suspected 
violator of the law. In any of these 
situations, the emergency vehicle 
drivers are required to warn the public 
with red lights visible from the front 
of their vehicles and, when reasonably 
necessary, activation of sirens. So, in 
answer to your first question, it is not 
legal for a police car to “slide through a 
red light for no apparent reason” and 
their fellow officers would be justified 
in issuing them a traffic ticket! 

Each municipality establishes “gen- 
eral orders” governing local practices 
for determining when emergency 
driving, dubbed a “Code 3 response” 
in police parlance, is necessary. These 
local regulations vary somewhat (for 
example, Oakland Police Department’s 
General Order J-4.1 restricts vehicles 
to a maximum of 20mph above the 
posted speed limit, while San Francis- 
co Police Department’s corresponding 
General Order 5.05 makes no mention 
of amaximum speed), but they may 
never contradict the overriding state 
law. In Oakland, a police officer may 
only initiate a Code 3 response if 
specifically instructed by a dispatcher 
or supervisor, or if the officer reports 
field information not available to the 
dispatcher or supervisor indicating 
that specific, identifiable circum- 
stances warrant such a response. 

Once a Code 3 response is underway, 
supervisors must continually monitor 


the situation, weighing the gravity of 
the emergency at hand against the 
danger of collision created by traffic 
deviations and terminate emergency 
driving as appropriate. 

Moving on to your final question, 
what happens if a member of the 
public is injured by a police car out of 
compliance with ordinary traffic laws? 
The legal determination depends heav- 
ily on the facts of a particular case. 
CVC Section 21055 is an affirmative 
defense, meaning an officer sued for 
personal injuries or property damage 
seeking to avoid liability has the bur- 
den of proving their conduct satisfied 
every element of the exception. 

Relevant court decisions explain 
that the exceptions provided in CVC 
21055 are designed to ensure a emer- 
gency vehicles a “clear and speedy 
pathway” when the risks to the public 
from an emergency outweigh the risks 
to the public from the emergency vehi- 
cle’s haste, such that the driver should 
not be held liable for mere traffic 
violations in these extraordinary cir- 
cumstances. See, e.g., Peerless Laundry 
Services v. City of Los Angeles (1952) 
and City of Sacramento v. Superior 
Court (1982). However, even when 
emergency vehicle drivers are justified 
in skirting ordinary traffic rules, CVC 
Section 21056 admonishes that they 
are not relieved from “the duty to 
drive with due regard for the safety of 
all persons using the highway.” 

Therefore, there are four situations 
where an emergency vehicle driver 
might fail to satisfy the requirements 
for Code 3 exceptions and therefore be 
held liable for injuries caused while ig- 
noring ordinary traffic rules. First, the 
driver may be held liable if they have 
disobeyed traffic laws despite having 
neither received information to justify 
a Code 3 response nor reasonably 
determined that such a response is 
necessary given observed conditions. 
Second, they may be held liable if they 
fail to warn the public of the possibility 
that they will not obey ordinary traffic 
laws by illuminating a red light visible 
from the front of their vehicle and, if 
necessary under the circumstances, 
activating a siren. Third, they may be 
held liable if they fail to drive with 
due regard for public safety given the 
extraordinary circumstances. Finally, 
they may be held liable if they exercise 
their Code 3 privileges arbitrarily, 
which has been interpreted to mean 
that they acted either with knowledge 
that serious injury to another will 
probably result or with wanton or 
reckless disregard of the possible con- 
sequences.

Race is not only factor 
colleges count in 


seeking diversity

Many people cheered the news 
recently that the Trump White House 
reversed Obama-era policies designed 
to foster greater racial diversity on 
America’s college campuses, contend- 
ing students should only be admitted 
on academic merit. They wouldn’t 
necessarily applaud the outcome if 
academics became the sole criteria: 
overwhelmingly female campuses. 

Girls outperform boys across the 
country, which is why more than 56 
percent of college students today are 
women. Admissions directors have 


acknowledged bypassing more qual- 
ified females to admit enough males 
for gender balance; neither young 
women nor young men want to at- 
tend a school that’s nearly all female. 

Colleges want a mix of students 
and make allowances to achieve that 
goal. Colleges seek running backs, 
math scholars, tuba players, ballet 
dancers and yodeling champions. The 
admissions process aims to generate 
a well-rounded and diverse class of 
students with varied interests and 
backgrounds. 

As recently as 2016, the Supreme 
Court affirmed that colleges can use

affirmative action “to promote diver- 
sity, but they need to be very careful 
about it and revisit it,” said Carl Tobi- 
as, a law professor at the University 
of Richmond. “That is the law of the 
land right now, but there is a fair 
amount of pressure to change that.” 

The new Supreme Court member 
chosen by President Donald Trump 
to replace retiring Justice Anthony 
Kennedy, a crucial swing vote and 
author of the 2016 opinion uphold- 
ing affirmative action, could tip 
the scale. While people want the 
admission process to operate as a 
meritocracy, Tobias pointed out in 
an interview it is not, noting the 
extra weights given for athletics, 
geography, legacy and a host of other 
factors. 

As an Atlanta Journal Consti- 
tution investigation revealed a few 
years ago, the 2014 freshman class 
at Georgia Tech had an average SAT 
score of 1445. However, for incoming 
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football players, the average SAT 

was 420 points below the class asa 
whole. Gaps were also found among 
athletes at the University of Georgia, 
Georgia State and Georgia Southern. 

No one in the Georgia Legisla- 
ture, the U.S. Congress or the White 
House is speaking out against admis- 
sions breaks for football players. Nor 
are any members of Congress railing 
against the edge accorded legacies or 
the children of lawmakers, celebrities 
or donors. 

All the indignation falls on 
minority students, who, for their 
so-called advantages, still remain un- 
derrepresented in the nation’s elite 
schools. 

Georgia public colleges don’t con- 
sider race in admissions, the result 
of a 2001 case in which an appeals 
court ruled a University of Georgia 
program considering race was uncon- 
stitutional. People seldom complain 
about students gaining admission 
because their grandparents wrote a 
big donation check. 

“It is not unconstitutional, where- 
as affirmative action is close to the 
line on constitutionality,” Tobias 
said. That Americans fixate on skin 
color over all the other concessions 
in college admissions speaks to race 
as an ongoing flashpoint, he said, 
adding, “I don’t know how you get 
beyond that.” 

In rescinding the affirmative ac- 
tion guidance, the U.S. Education and 
Justice Departments maintain the

federal government had overstepped 
and advocated “policy preferences 
and positions beyond the require- 
ments of the Constitution.” 

The reversal reflects a general re- 
treat by the administration from pol- 
icies that pressure K-12 schools and 
higher education to scrutinize their 
practices through a lens of racial bias. 

A year ago, Attorney General Jeff 
Sessions said affirmative action in 
college admissions constituted racial 
discrimination, and his agency may 
seek to prosecute it. 

Recently, the U.S. Department of 
Education announced it would post- 
pone the imposition of an Obama-era 
rule mandating states review how 
school districts identify and serve 
minority students with disabilities. 
Scheduled to go into effect this 
fall, the rule was enacted because 
evidence showed minority students 
in special education were dispropor- 
tionately disciplined and placed in 
more restrictive settings. 

Former U.S. education secretaries 
criticized the civil rights retreat, 
including John King, now with the 
advocacy group Education Trust: 
“More than 60 years later, our nation 
still has not fulfilled the promise of 
Brown v. Board of Education. With 
each passing day, our country grows 
more diverse, and despite deeply mis- 
guided calls for building walls, the 
simple truth is we cannot build walls 
high enough to separate one child’s 
destiny from that of another.”

Four years ago, Australian sing- 
er-songwriter and multi-instrumentalist 
Tash Sultana busked the streets of her 
native Melbourne, wowing curious on- 
lookers with stunning vocals and serious 
guitar skills, which use looping effects to 
create a layered sound. Today, the 
23-year-old Sultana is on the brink of re- 
leasing Flow State, her debut studio al- 
bum — which is scheduled to drop at the 
end of the month, a culmination of two 
years of explosive success and non-stop 
touring. 

Sultana became an international 
sensation in early 2016 after a one- 
take bedroom recording of her now-hit 
“Jungle” accumulated more than one 
million views on Facebook in five days. 

Despite this seemingly overnight 
success, Sultana’s journey, much like 
her music, is layered and dynamic. It 
started when Sultana first wrapped her 
hands around her grandfather’s guitar 
at age 3, and she was playing gigs by 
age 12. Despite her remarkable talent, 
Sultana persevered through a dark 
spell involving mental health and sub- 
stance abuse in her teens, with music 
guiding her way to recovery. 

Late in 2016, Sultana’s debut EP 
Notion smashed the Australian charts, 
leading to a hefty tour schedule where 
ideas for Flow State began to grow. 

“Most of the songs on the album are 
songs that I’ve had previously but not 
worked out how they went,” she tells 
SF Weekly. “’Cause I’ve been doing all 
these shows and playing live so much I 
had to figure out how to actually finish 
them when I was in the studio. 

“Thad a lot of shit sessions though 
where I was just like playing the parts 
to play the parts,” she adds. 

Stylistically distinct, Sultana’s 
music effortlessly blends elements of 
R&B, reggae, and psychedelic rock. 

“T love Erykah Badu,” Sultana says 
when asked of her musical influences. 
“Every time I listen to her music, I’m 
like laying out all the instruments in 
the song, like how I would loop it.” 

Describing what Flow State means 
to her, Sultana tells, “I became aware of 
the term flow state by my naturopath, 
actually. She was saying, ‘Have you 
heard about flow state?’ and I was like, 
‘No.’ She said it’s when you do some- 
thing that you love so much that you 
become your process.” 

Sultana goes on, explaining, “Some- 
one that’s a marathon runner, they’re 
not just running — they become all 
of that, even spiritually and receive 
pleasure and a high out of it. ... When 
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I play music, when I create music, play 
guitar and sing, I access my flow state, 
and that whole album was the access 
point of my flow state.” 

With 20 instruments mastered 
under her belt, including guitar, sax- 
ophone, and trumpet, Sultana has an 
arsenal to choose from when creating 
music for the “one-person band” 
technique she employs in her live per- 
formances and in the studio, with a 


complex pedalboard setup she uses for 


guitar effects and loop recording. 
“T just bought myself an electronic

drum kit,” Sultana says. “I always play 
barefoot. I can’t play with shoes on. I 
use my feet to control all of my pedals.” 
A devoted surfer and kayaker, Sul- 
tana’s smooth, R&B-tinged style is a 
fitting soundtrack while surfing amid 
a vivid ocean sunset, akin to her song- 
writing method. It dovetailed with the 
recording process for Flow State. 
“There are moments where I cap- 
tured the fact that I just went right in 
there. Some of that shit is one take,” 
Sultana says. “ ‘Pink Moon’ was one 
take that we refined and got the most 
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passionate and most painful part and 
we went, ‘Ihat’s the one.” 

In the weeks leading up to Flow 
State’s release, Sultana focuses on 
her current Flow State World Tour, an 
international trek that includes a stop 
at Outside Lands, with support from 
Sultana-approved Aussie group Ocean 
State. 

Outside Lands marks Sultana’s 
third time returning to San Francisco, 
saying of the city, “I love San Francisco 
for the music culture. There’s this vibe 
there that I can’t find anywhere else in

the world. Easily one of the best places 
on the sea coast.” 

Sultana’s tumultuous life journey 
has seen its share of despair and tri- 
umph, all of which adds to the feeling 
of hope and redemption that oozes 
from Sultana’s music, a feeling that is 
universally understood.

Despite the serenity of its music, 
Tycho’s schedule is anything but relaxing. 
Between the constant touring and steady 
stream of new outputs, Scott Hansen, the 
brainchild behind Tycho, is itching to get 
back in the studio to continue work on 
the new album, which has been in the 
works for the past seven months. 

“By the time this is all over, it'll 
have been 14 months — which is more 
than enough,’ Hansen says, adding 
that that’s the longest time he’s had to 
lavish on any of the four Tycho studio 
albums since the project began more 
than a decade ago. 

The most recent, Epoch, is a notable 
sonic departure from the previous ef- 
forts Dive and Awake. Hansen says he 
was ‘taking those cold, Radiohead-ish 
electronic elements, and bringing those 
in, because | was always into warm, 
organic sounds in the past. So I tried 
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to bring something a little darker into 
the mix.” 

Growing up listening to rock bands, 
Hansen says, “I always wanted to in- 
corporate those sounds from the rock 
world into my own stuff, and that’s 
kind of what Awake was about, pushing 
it further in that direction.” Hansen 
continues, “The show was the first 
thing that became rock and organic, 
and then I started bringing more of 
those elements back onto the album. 
That’s what Awake was a reaction to, 
doing that extended touring with a full 
band. 

“T used to do this with just me and 
a laptop and a few synths, and then 
I got a guitar and branched out from 
there,” Hansen says of Tycho’s live 
performances, which have evolved into 
a four-piece group backed by visuals. 
“But even back then, as electronic as 
the music was, I didn’t feel like it was 
representative of the album. It wasn’t 





really re-creating it live.” 

Indeed, Tycho’s transcendental live 
performances are worthy of the hype 
— especially at Burning Man, where 
the band’s highly praised sunrise sets 
have become something of a staple. 

The demand for Tycho has seen the 
group embark on an endless tour cycle, 
but one venue sticks out as special for 
Hansen, and it’s not in the Black Rock 
Desert. 

“There are certain venues that have 
this built-in audience, to an extent,” he 
says. “The prime example is Red Rocks 
in Morrison, Colorado. The whole Col- 
orado scene feels like the center of this 
certain sound and live music culture 
that have some big parallels between 
what we do and what they appreciate.” 

Citing Boards of Canada and UI- 
rich Schnauss as primary influences 
for the new material — much like his 
earlier releases — Hansen acknowl- 
edges that the new album is unlikely 
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Finding the Genter with Tycho 





to see its release until early next year. 
He attributes the lengthy production 
cycle to “not feeling as much external 
inspiration. 

“It’s more internal,” he says. “This 
one feels more like I went and expe- 
rienced these two extremes, and I 
learned a lot of lessons, and now I’m 
kind of returning to the center.” 

When speaking of potential vocal 
collaborations, Hansen leaves the door 
open, explaining, “That’s something 
I’ve always wanted to do. I’ve done it in 
very limited and abstract ways in the 
past, using voices, but I’ve always want- 
ed to do it in a more literal way.” 

Known in visual design and photog- 
raphy circles as ISO50, Hansen creates 
all of the cover art for Tycho’s releases. 

“The imagery I’ve had in my head 
this time while writing the songs 
throughout this process are very differ- 
ent than what the resulting album will 
be at the end of it,” Hansen explains 
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of his creative process regarding the 
album’s art. “It needs to follow the path 
of the album.” 

With only two festival shows, in- 
cluding Outside Lands, as Tycho’s only 
scheduled performances for the rest of 
the calendar year, Hansen is keeping 
his priorities straight. 

“T’m really focused right now on 
writing the new material and produc- 
ing. The next two shows are really the 
end of the Epoch tour cycle.” Hansen 
continues, “I like the idea of keeping 
eras and keeping things compartmen- 
talized.” 

As the night falls on the Epoch ep- 
och, fans of the group have every rea- 
son to excite themselves for the dawn 
of a new era of Tycho.

Ott the Deep End 


Poolside, the ultimate afternoon-chillout duo, rides high onthe success of last year’s Heat.

While Fleetwood Mac’s Rumours 
is widely recognized as a soft-rock mas- 
terpiece, and Stevie Nicks has become 
something of a witchy den mother to 
gauzy art-goths all over, it wasn’t so long 
ago that the album’s name was mud. Peo- 
ple who loathed Fleetwood Mac some 12 
or 15 years ago might acknowledge the 
excellence of “Second Hand News” or 
“The Chain,” but we’ve yet to havea full 
reckoning about the place of soft rock. 
Even playing Lionel Richie, probably the 
smoothest cheeseburger of them all, 
wouldn't necessarily elicit groans today 
— and in some circles, it’s almost embar- 
rassing to admit you ever hated him. 

In a dance universe filled with loops 
and aggressive glitchy beats, there was 
always a place for easy listening even 
if people were loath to admit it. Enter 
Poolside, the archetypally Angeleno 
collaboration between Jeffrey Paradise 
and Filip Nikolic that vaulted into the 
popular consciousness with a 2010 cov- 
er of Neil Young’s “Harvest Moon,” an 
upside-down version that stripped the 
original of all its October-ness, gave it a 
Tecate in a koozie, and let it float on by 
alongside the chlorine caddy. 

With a boost from arch-hipster 


James Murphy, the duo released Pacific 
Standard Time in 2012 and went a full 
five years before 2017's Heat, as what 
felt like a side project with a limited 
shelf life found its sea legs and dangled 
them into the water. As career musi- 
cians who'd met in San Francisco in the 
aughts, Paradise and Nikolic assumed 
they'd play only two or three gigs a year 
under the Poolside moniker — at first. 

“We weren't expecting anyone to 
like it,” Paradise tells SF Weekly, while 
recuperating in New York from a trip to 
Cuba that left him dehydrated, dealing 
with food poisoning, and generally 
exhausted. “We weren't expecting to be 
busy. We thought this was cool music, 
but it was very micro-niche. 

“We thought we'd be playing Coach- 
ella pool parties and maybe we'd get a 
gig in Miami, or a couple rooftop par- 
ties,” he adds. 

But the appeal of “daytime disco” 
only grew, even as the similar, qua- 
si-concurrent genre chillwave crescen- 
doed and petered out. (As dance guys, 
Paradise says they hadn’t even heard 
of chillwave acts like Neon Indian or 
Washed Out until later.) Spurred by 
“Do You Believe” and a succession of 
mixtapes, plus an appearance at the 
Pacific Festival and a tour in support 
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of the Rapture, the “cool, 
quirky band” took off. 

Slow-tempo jams with 
falsetto vocals almost beg 
to be torn apart by crit- 
ics, and Paradise admits 
that “we’re kind of ripe 
for that,” but adds that 
“we've done surprisingly 
well with the press and 
Pitchfork. 

“We haven't been a 
darling, but we've fared 
pretty well,” he says. 

In spite of its invita- 
tion to lounge in a state 
of blissed-out catatonia 
during the hottest part 
of the afternoon, and the 
fact that they cut an al- 
bum in a pool house refit- 
ted as a recording studio, 
Poolside gets plenty of 
night-time gigs in proper 
venues. Their mid-af- 
ternoon set at Outside 
Lands seems slotted for 
maximum exposure — 
marine layer permitting 
— for songs like “Hot in 
the Shade” or their fairly 
straightforward cover 
of Brian Eno and David 
Byrne’s “Strange Over- 
tones.” Turning 10 years old this week, 
that tune has a sort of retro whirlpool 
built into it, with lyrical references to 
its own datedness. Ditto for the cover 
art to Heat, a Neil Krug photograph of 
a smoggy sunset that’s as blue and red 
as a box of Otter Pops. 

In all, Poolside is the sonic equiv- 
alent of a David Hockney painting: 
deceptively more than a surface fasci- 
nation with the play of light in some 
curvy inground pool in the Hollywood 
Hills. In fact, Paradise and Nikolic had 
approached the Anglo-Californian art- 
ist about contributing one of his works 
as their album art. 

“A lot of people see Poolside as just 
this happy, cheery band — and we are 
— [as] Hockney’s art is not just all joy 
and fun in the pool in L.A., we concep- 
tualize our music in the same way,’ he 
says. “We hit him up through our man- 
ager, and he was like, ‘Oh, yeah, that 
could be cool, and we were like, ‘Here’s 
our timeline, and he was like, ‘I can’t. 
I don’t own a Hockney — but I wanted 
him to do the cover.”

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Lucy Dacus Knows 
How You Feel 


The emotionally intuitive singer-songwriter finds wisdom from worry.

Lucy Dacus may not be able to fly 
or shapeshift, but her gifts are undeni- 
ably extraordinary. In an age of constant 
noise, where hot takes reign and only the 
loudest voices are heard, Dacus possesses 
the profound ability to be heard. Such is 
the power of the music she makes — it 
demands we kindly shut up and listen. 

The songs on the 23-year-old Vir- 
ginia native’s second album, Historian, 
are built on old wounds and sharp 
observations. There’s the lover on the 
way out in “Night Moves,” and the loss 
of a grandmother in “Pillar of Truth.” 
In both cases, Dacus takes autobi- 
ographical roots and flowers them into 
indie rock of the grandest design. 

Dacus has said that Historian is 
intended as a work that aligns artistry 
with activism, but over the course of a 
whirlwind 2018 that has seen her net 
a flurry of accolades, tour relentless- 
ly, and have The New York Times and 
Rolling Stone profile her, she’s come to 
realize that it’s the stage she steps onto 
every evening where her voice will be 
heard the loudest. 

Recalling a day earlier this spring 
when her show at the Rickshaw Stop

coincided with San Francisco’s par- 
ticipation in the March for Our Lives 
protest, Dacus explains she must often 
suppress the urge to bail on her obli- 
gations as a musician, jump out of the 
van, and join the crowd. 

“T constantly feel like it’s such a 
selfish job to do my music,” she says. “I 
wonder why I’m not abandoning it and 
being more politically active — I have 
that internal dialogue a lot — but then 
I realize that my job actually puts me 
in front of hundreds of people every 
night who are looking at me and listen- 
ing to me, and so that’s the time that I 
should be speaking up. 

“Everybody has their different ways 
of contributing,” Dacus adds. “I try 
not to look down on people who can’t 
go to a protest for whatever reason, 
because there are other methods of 
insurgency.” 

Gifted with a profound knack for 
self-introspection, Dacus is, in part, 

a reflection of the literary influences 
that have long guided her music. Her 
current reading list includes six books 
that range from the poetry of Ray- 
mond Carver to the The Tibetan Book 
of Living and Dying (“I'm trying not to 
blow through it,” she notes, “because 


it’s just so comforting”). The songs on 
Historian were also guided by an array 
of diverse titles, including works by 
James Baldwin, Leo Tolstoy, and Rain- 
er Maria Rilke. 

The adopted child of two loving par- 
ents, Dacus shares that she also finds 
creative inspiration from the unique 
bond she and her family have formed. 

“My parents raised me with agen- 
cy, she explains. “They didn’t have to 
want me. You come out an individual, 
but I think the way that they taught 
me about how they chose me and re- 
ally wanted me — it just highlights to 
me that you can really create goodness 
in your life. I think I have a pretty 
atypical view of family in that it’s not 
really about obligation — it’s about 
choosing. There’s work involved, but 
the joy is something that everybody 
creates, and so, in a way, their initial 
creative act of making this family has 
probably encouraged me to be a cre- 
ative person.” 

As a musician, Dacus likes to dive 
deep into the murky waters of life’s 
chaos with a single breath. More often 
than not, she returns to the surface 
with treasure in hand. On “Pillar of 
Truth,” she focuses on the small de- 
tails of what it’s like to stand beside a 
deathbed and say goodbye. Lacquered 
with a somber grace, the song is both 
an ode to despair and an elegy of 
strength. 

Historian may not be a cheery al- 
bum, but its strongest moments find 
Dacus grappling with concepts like 
hope and comfort, eager to uncover 
what they truly mean and their value 
to our lives. By deconstructing the feel- 
ings we most often seek when in need 
of solace, she has provided a path by 
which we may discover them anew. 

Each time Dacus steps on stage, 
she’s counting on this intangible facet 
of her work to empower her. After all, 
her music commands attention, and 
Dacus doesn't plan to waste the gift. 

“T’m glad that I recognize these 
songs as hopeful,” she says. “If they 
were just desolate, I don’t know if I 
could tour and sing these songs every 
night, because it would just be adding 
more of that into the world, and this is 
not the time.”

Hot Hot Heat 


A San Francisco-made band 
finds alegitimate way back 
to Outside Lands — without 
buying tickets or attempting 
to sneak in.

Nathan Bloom, one fourth of 
Excelsior-incubated Hot Flash Heat 
Wave, has never been to Outside 
Lands. 

Unless, that is, you count an 
incident two years ago when he and 
guitarist Adam Abildgaard tried 
sneaking in, only to be tackled by 
a dozen 300-pound men. Whisky 
may calm the nerves, but too much 
inspires overconfidence, which they 
learned the hard way. 

“One second I was running and 
the next, my face was in dust,” 
Bloom says. “We were really stu- 
pid.” 

That was then. This 
week, the band has just left 
Boston for Toronto, with a 
pit stop in Niagara Falls, on 
its first full-fledged national 
tour. Next Sunday, they'll 
head west to play on the 
same stage as Janet Jackson 
in Golden Gate Park — no 
attempted bypassing of fes- 
tival guards necessary. 

Hot Flash Heat Wave 
released its debut album 
Neapolitan in 2015 and 
followed up with Soaked in 
2017. Bloom feels that the 
national tour has shown 
they finally reached an 
equilibrium of putting on a 
show that keeps the dreamy indie 
rock sound first-rate while demon- 
strably having fun. 

“We compromised one for an- 
other,” Bloom says of prior points 
in the band’s careers. “For the first 
time I feel super-confident in the 
sound and the performance.” 

But even as the three-year-old 
Hot Flash Heat Wave has an in with 
its adopted hometown’s biggest 
music festival, all but one member 
has left San Francisco. Having 
stood out as a band that could 
make life in the city work, they’ve 
now joined the artist exodus — 
although not entirely for financial 
reasons. 

The group shared a rent-con- 
trolled house in the Excelsior, 
where Bloom says drummer Nick 
Duffy still lives. As fellow musician 
friends slowly trickled out of the 
city, beckoned by a new scene in 
Los Angeles or New York, a busier 
touring schedule brought several 








members of Hot Flash Heat Wave 
back to Davis, Calif. — where they 
all went to high school — between 
gigs. 

“It was a choice that related to 
a lot of other people getting forced 
out,” Bloom says, adding that San 
Francisco “is still very much a place 
we think of as our hometown.” 

But Bloom is tired of talking 
about artists struggling to stay in 
the city. He just wants to go where 
“the universe’s energy” pushes him, 
something the song “Glo Ride” 
captures. 

“It’s kinda like when life is tak- 
ing you in a certain direction and 
rather than question it or over- 
thinking it, be at peace with the 
moment,” Bloom says. 

Like many of the group’s videos, 
it simultaneously embraces the 
absurd and the mundane. In one 
shot, Bloom croons while holding a 
pitchfork with a horse in the back- 
ground, and the next shot lingers

on him showering in the same cow- 
boy hat he just had on. 

“Raindrop” goes full San Fran- 
cisco-psychedelic as the band eats 
flowers and drives a DIY go-kart 
around San Francisco, while “San 
Francisco Dating Life” flashes a 
swirling hot dog covered in glit- 
ter, and “Gold Years” shows them 
dressed as wizards and making a 
potion. Much of this is their Tim & 
Eric-inspired vision, realized. 

“T feel like we all just goof 
around a lot as a band,” Bloom 
says. When we're making videos, 
we just, I don’t know, make funny 
shit.” 

They may not live together at 
the moment, but it’s hard not to 
get the sense that they do.

Savage Nug 


Inthe vein of his amateur-porn film festival, Dan Savage is now accepting short submissions for a cannabis fest called SPLIFF.

“What would have happened in 
Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf? if they'd all 
gotten stoned instead of drunk, because 
drunk makes you aggressive and stoned 
makes you a little thoughtful and chatty 
and snacky?” Dan Savage asks. “As op- 
posed to pointing a gun in the face of your 
wife.” 

Savage, a sex columnist, the editorial 
director of Seattle alt-weekly The Strang- 
er, and the founder of the traveling ama- 
teur-porn film festival HUMP, is batting 
around possibilities for a possible canna- 
bis-themed remake of a classic film. 

“Tm trying to think of a film or a TV 
show where, if everyone had gotten high 
at a crucial moment, it might have re- 
solved the conflict,” he says. 

Well, what about paranoia, the well- 
known (if unfortunate) side effect of 
cannabis that also happens to be a strong 
undercurrent in top-tier cinema. 

“The Manchurian Candidate would be a 
perfect stoner parody in the Trump era,” 
he says. 

Following the success of HUMP, Sav- 
age has put out the call for submissions 
for a cannabis-themed film festival called 
SPLIFF, which screens in four cities — 
San Francisco, Seattle, Portland, and 
Denver — on April 20, 2019. 

And when else, really? A “film festival 
made by the stoned, for the stoned,” it’s 
already got an arty trailer announcing 
the call for submissions that combines 
lots of context-free images from obscure, 
mid-20th-century pop arcana. In other 
words, it looks like they want highbrow 
shorts — nothing longer than four min- 
utes, 20 seconds — as opposed to Cheech 
& Chong-style lowbrow comedies. 

“Like HUMP! it’s open to everything,” 
Savage says. “That's the trailer, and we're 
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going to be tipping our hands a little as to 
what we'd like to see, but we're looking for 
trippy films, community films, documen- 
taries, parodies of anti-drug propaganda, 
animation, and — as in HUMP! — musi- 
cals. As creative as people want to get.” 

In theory, HUMP!’s theme is explicit 
pornography, but not every entry goes 
in that direction. Some are downright 
sweet, their connection to erotica initially 
tenuous. But Savage is a vocal advocate 
for decriminalization of all drugs, ala 
Portugal. Would he be opposed to a 
cannabis-themed film that also had, for 
instance, scenes of revelers ingesting 
MDMA? 

“You know, we haven't really thought 
of that,” he says. “Just as with HUMP!, we 
don’t think about things until we have a 
film in front of us and we're confronted 
with whatever that issue might be. This 
isn’t specifically limited to pot. I don’t 
think references to other drugs would 
disqualify a film, but it’s pot that we want 
to celebrate here. We have to judge it ona 
case-by-case basis.” 

Thinking it through, he adds, “If there 
was a film that had potsmoking and 
equated it with smoking meth, I might 
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have an issue with that, because I’ve seen 
a lot of devastation in the gay community 
caused by meth. I don’t think that meth 
brings good things into people’s lives.” 

The eventual jury will consist of 
staffers from The Stranger and its sister 
publication in Portland, the Mercury. Since 
every screening falls on the same day, 
Savage can’t be present for more than one 
of them (although he seems to be leaning 
toward Denver). If, like HUMP, it’s a 
success, SPLIFF might become an annual 
or otherwise regular event. Still, it’s only 
August, and as the festival is more than 
eight months away, some details have yet 
to be hammered out. But the real question 
isn’t so much “Why 2019?” as “Why not 
five years ago?” 

Savage believes a sort of cultural mo- 
mentum has been building that’s driving 
us not merely toward a consensus around 
decriminalization but toward a more 
public consumption in the vein of bars 
with alcohol. Phish shows, in other 
words, are not enough. 

“The claiming of public spaces and 
the right to a public space and the cel- 
ebration of pot by pot users, I think, is 
really important in continuing to drive 
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this cultural shift and push us past this 
pivot point on pot where we see broad 
majorities in favor of decriminalization 
and recreational use,” he says. “Because 
it is not harmful, and because it is so ex- 
tremely pleasurable.” 

HUMP! has made a concerted effort 
toward diversifying its talent pool, and 
the same goes for SPLIFF. But with can- 
nabis, the stakes are arguably higher, as 
comparatively fewer people languish in 
federal prison for low-level, nonviolent 
crimes pertaining to sex work the way 
the War on Drugs has destroyed the 
lives of millions of people — chiefly peo- 
ple of color. 

“The unfinished business is the 
expunging from people’s records of mar- 
ijuana convictions and the release from 
prison of people who are in there for 
marijuana possession. And not just pos- 
session: for distribution and dealing,” 
Savage says. “The mayor of Seattle said 
it’s unconscionable that there are people 
who have on their records convictions 
for that which is no longer a crime: pos- 
sessing marijuana for personal use. You 
know what else is not a crime in Wash- 
ington State? Selling it.” 

Savage would like to see the explosive 
growth of the recreational cannabis in- 
dustry establish a foundation to donate 
profits to the movement to clear peo- 
ple’s names, and if a filmmaker wants to 
tackle this subject for SPLIFE, he’s open 
to showing a little flexibility. 

“We have a time limit of 4:20,” he 
says, ‘but if somebody couldn't do it in 
4:20 but they could do it in eight min- 
utes, we would bend the rules around 
the length of time for them.” 

What if former Speaker of the House 
John Boehner, a notorious cigarette 
smoker who recently recanted a ca- 
reer-long opposition to cannabis now 


that he’s joined the advisory board of 
Acreage Holdings, were to enter a film? 
Would Savage join San Francisco in a 
united chorus of boos? 

“That would be fucking hilarious,” he 
says. ‘I would absolutely take that film, 
and I would probably put on either side 
of it films that would give John Boehner 
a heart attack.” 

Really? 

“There's more than one way to tell 
someone to go fuck themselves,” he 
says. We had a film in HUMP! a few 
years ago — when we made Mike 
Huckabee’s book God, Guns and Gravy 
a required prop in the movies — there 
was a woman sitting at the table reading 
from the book. You suddenly realized, 
mid-way through the film, someone was 
under the table with a vibrator and she 
was trying to maintain her composure 
as she got closer and closer to coming, 
reading Mike Huckabee’s words aloud. 
Literally, Mike Huckabee gave a speech 
at HUMP!, but it was rolled out in such 
a way that it exploded Mike Huckabee’s 
message. His sex-phobia and anti-plea- 
sure, anti-queer shit was undermined 
by the way Mike Huckabee was pre- 
sented in that film. 

“A couple of people came up to 
me and said, ‘I had to listen to Mike 
Huckabee?’ ” he adds. “But most people 
were like, ‘If I ever had to listen to some 
bullshit come out of Mike Huckabee’s 
mouth, that was the way to do it.”

Gwen Herndon deserves extra 
credit for thinking on her feet during a 
recent performance of Stephen Sond- 
heim’s musical Sunday in the Park with 
George (at SF Playhouse through Sept. 
8). In this fictional biography of 
Georges Seurat (1859-1891), Sondheim 
investigates the creative process behind 
the 19th-century French painter’s poin- 
tillistic masterpiece A Sunday Afternoon 
on the Island of La Grande Jatte (1886). 
Herndon is in costume as Louise, the 
girl in a white dress who Seurat placed 
at the center of his painting. 

As the second act begins, Louise, 
along with the other characters in a 
life-size recreation of La Grande Jatte, 
start to sing. George (John Bambery) 
has posed each one of them in place, 
adjusting an elbow here, raising a 
chin over there. He removed Louise’s 
glasses at the end of Act I, but Hern- 
don was wearing them again when the 
curtain went up after the intermis- 
sion. She immediately caught onto 
the mistake when she sang her first 
line, “I want my glasses.” 

Herndon surreptitiously removed 
them after that and tucked them 
into the back of her pink sash before 
resuming her next line with more con- 
viction, “I can’t see anything.” It was a 
sweet moment in “It’s Hot Up Here,” 
a song that’s filled with a chorus of 
complaints. While at work, sketch- 
ing and arranging everyone in their 
proper place, George has been singing 
about order, design, composition, bal- 
ance, light, and harmony. Sondheim 
ends the first act with the artist hav- 
ing accomplished his vision — but it’s 
come at a cost. 

The musical opens with George’s 
mistress Dot (Nanci Zoppi) singing 
“Sunday in the Park with George.” 
Dot is bored posing for him and drifts 
into an impassioned reverie, “I love 
your eyes, George. / I love your beard, 
George. / I love your size, George. / 
But most of all, I love your painting.” 
When Zoppi sings this billet-doux, 
she elongates every syllable with af- 
fection. She’s an expert comedienne 
who’s unafraid to use her curves to get 
a laugh while at the same time being 
able to convey an exquisite tenderness 
toward the man she loves. In this role, 
she reminds one of Judy Holliday’s 
Oscar-winning performance in Born 
Yesterday (1950). Her Dot may not be 
book-smart, but she knows what the 
score is when it comes to men. 

This opening number sets up the 
emotional dynamic between her and 
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George. Dot, an unmarried woman 
without an income to speak of, wants 
his undivided attention. And, by 
extension, she'd like an unequivocal 
commitment from him. While George 
is obsessively at work on his painting, 
he’s temperamental and inexpres- 
sive with her. Sondheim composed 
“Color and Light” for them, a duet in 
which they sing their most intimate 
thoughts to each other. This is how we 
know that, despite his churlishness, 
George loves Dot as much as she loves 
him. 

But when he sings to her admir- 
ingly, “The pink lips, the red cheeks. ... 
But the way she catches light. ...” she 
can’t hear him. They’re his unspoken 


thoughts as he paints her from afar. 
At first, the scene is staged as a set 
piece of misunderstanding and comic 
opposition. George is furiously paint- 
ing while Dot is painting her face in 
anticipation of an evening out. When 
George cancels their date night so he 
can continue his work, her frustration 
and impatience turns to fury. She de- 
cides to leave him. Sondheim here fus- 
es light and dark tones together. He 
captures their intimacy as it moodily 
shifts from comedy to drama. 

The original Off-Broadway produc- 
tion of Sunday in the Park only includ- 
ed the first act for the first several 
performances. It still can stand on 
its own as a fully developed musical. 





George completes his painting as 
Dot tries to cut herself off from him. 
Their relationship provides the energy 
and motion that keeps the drama 
alive. When the second act voices the 
irritations of the figures in the paint- 
ings, Sondheim embarks on an act of 
deconstruction. He leaves behind the 
central love story for a meditation on 
the role of the artist in the pitiably 
shallow yet glamorous New York art 
world. 

It’s a curious detour that, in ret- 
rospect, feels like a concession to 
the big-haired zeitgeist of the 1980s 
when the musical was first produced. 
“Putting It Together” might have eas- 
ily fulfilled some producer’s request 
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But Most of All | Love Your Painting, George

for a show-stopper. While the song 
delivers plenty of razzmatazz, it also 
feels like a concession to the era, and 
a redundant, glitzier version of “Color 
and Light” but without the romance. 
In this revival Bambery and Zoppi are 
so good, both individually and as a har- 
monizing couple, you don’t begrudge 
them even more time on stage singing 
their hearts out to the audience and to 
each other.

THE THIRD MURDER 


Not rated. Opens Friday at the 
4-Star Theater. 


In addition to making unshowy, 
Ozu-esque meditations on intergen- 
erational familial conflict, a hallmark 
of recent films by Hirokazu Kore-eda 
— such as Like Father, Like Son and 
especially After the Storm — is a re- 
fusal to judge his characters. Being a 
pure legal thriller on the surface, Ko- 
re-eda’s The Third Murder seems at first 
like a hard left into pulp, one whose 
surfaces are far more cinematic and 
impressionistic than usual. Square- 
jawed lawyer Shigemori (Masaharu 
Fukuyama) is tasked with defending 
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the middle-aged Misu- 
mi (Koji Yakusho), 
who’s confessed to 
murdering his boss 

to steal his money 

for gambling. But 

the more Shigemori 
investigates the case, 
the more he questions 
whether Misumi — 
who served time for a 
different murder three 
years prior — really 
committed the crime. 
Kore-eda raises his 
pet theme of judg- 
ment from subtext 

to text, while also contending with 
personal responsibility and the overall 
coldness of the universe; he shoots in 
chilly tones, and both Shigemori and 
Misumi have difficulty finding basic 
physical warmth. The Third Murder is 
one of Kore-eda’s most accessible films, 
and while it’s for the best that it has 

a multi-word title, in both theme and 
the way Kore-eda plays with exposures 
and block, The Third Murder could legit 
have gotten away with calling itself 
Persona. (That’s a compliment.) Sheri- 
lyn Connelly 


LOVE, CECIL 


Not rated. Opens Friday at the 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
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Lisa Immordino Vreeland follows 
up her Peggy Guggenheim: Art Addict 
with another look at an outsider 
among the beautiful people with the 
documentary Love, Cecil. The outsider 
of course once again outshines them 
all, in this case portrait photographer, 
fashion designer, and queer icon Cecil 
Beaton. Born in England in 1904, he’s 
probably best known for designing 
the dress you visualize when reading 
the words “Audrey Hepburn in My Fair 
Lady,’ and he also shot Queen Eliza- 
beth’s coronation photos. Though he 
couldn’t help but internalize some of 
the era’s inescapable homophobia, he 
knew early on that to find the world he 
wanted he had to be himself no matter 
what, adopting an appearance that 
was very Quentin Crisp. (If there’s any 
noticeable omission in the picture, it’s 
the lack of a Crisp shout-out.) Love, 
Cecil uses Beaton’s diaries as a primary 
source, and doesn’t necessarily shy 
away from his darker side, including 
his self-described tendency to “hate 
unreasonably” — what we now ques- 
tionably celebrate as queeny bitchi- 
ness. Vreeland’s picture will be of spe- 
cial interest to aficionados of the late- 
1990s retro-glam wave, as elements of 
Todd Haynes’ and Marilyn Manson's 
respective masterpieces Velvet Gold- 
mine and Mechanical Animals can be 
traced back to Beaton. For all his flaws, 
Cecil still offered a lot to love. SC

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Udon and Add-ons

The idea of homeostasis, the 
condition of stability necessary for life to 
function, implies that an organism in that 
state will be at ease or at rest. It’s not nec- 
essarily so. At Marugame Udon, the sec- 
ond American location of a Japanese 
chain with nearly 1,000 cafeteria-style 
noodle houses worldwide, the default set- 
ting is an unceasing rhythm. Upon enter- 
ing, you contemplate your selection from 
the menu of roughly a dozen options (a 
couple of which look like stripped-down 
things almost no one orders). Then you 
trundle past various stations where the 
noodles are made, watching ropes of 
wheat flour get rolled out on dowels and 
rinsed before joining their eventual 
broths and accompaniments. Although 
loud, the process has the slow, border- 
line-hypnotic quality of passing through a 
brushless car wash. 

And these noodles are standardized 
for near-perfection. It’s udon engi- 
neered for maximum suppleness, just 
the right give and chew, but still quite 
soft. Almost every dish starts out in the 


$7 to $10 range, although if you can sail 
past Marugame’s enchanted forest of 
tempura, more power to you. But first, 
the broth. Ramen fans take note: The 
large bowl of tonkotsu udon ($10.90) 

is a little stingy on the chashu pork 

but makes up for it with a bit of miso 
ground pork. It’s also a bit shy in garlic 
and chili oil, and it might not make you 
switch your noodle allegiance. 

Others might. As its sweetness lends 
complexity to the sanguine alchemy of 
beef’s inherent flavor, the drier Nikutama 
udon ($8.50) was arguably better in spite 
of lacking any real broth — and here, the 
soft egg made things noticeably creamier. 
The other difference over tonkotsu is the 
umami-heavy kake sauce, a proprietary 
mix of dashi, soy sauce, and the low-al- 
cohol rice wine known as mirin. But 
again, if you demand a bowl of soup, this 
isn't for you. Mentai Kamatama udon 
($6.90), with a bit of pollock roe and an 
egg brought aquatic and terrestrial ova 
together in a snappier combination, is 
full of the briny whiffs that make poke 
such a delight. 

The best, though, is the Thai spicy 
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chicken udon ($7.90), which someone 
warned me about owing to its heat. I ini- 
tially would have preferred it spicier, but 
the broth has such a harmonious tang — 
without any excess saltiness once you get 
to the dregs — that I changed my mind. 
You can always give it a squirt or Sriracha, 
too. Pair it with a chunk of chicken tem- 
pura, which Marugame helpfully points 
out is its best seller, and the contrast be- 
tween it and the spicy chicken — which 
appears poached almost in the K.M.G. 
style, although rice-free — is excellent. 

A sign by the condiment station in- 
structs you on what to do with each udon 
preparation. Or you can just drown your 
potato croquette or fishcake tempura (my 
favorite, partly since the texture never 
changes even when the temperature 
does) in the tempura sauce that’s served 
in a coffee urn. 

Some of the praise we may heap on 
Marugame originates not from what it 
has — namely, those thick and luscious 
noodles — but from what it lacks, which 
is sterility. Granted, it’s wedged between 
an Olive Garden and a Chipotle ina 
mall with an expressway-like approach 


that feels like Justin Herman gave it 

his personal stamp of approval. But in 
between the paradigmatic 1990s chain 
and the hapless doyenne of early-2000s 
fast-food culture, you'll find an emphasis 
on communitarian order and very little 
corporate faux-glamour. Nothing, apart 
from the food itself, waits to distract 
you as some sort of Instagram’s fly-trap. 
Nothing on the walls (in English, any- 
way) extols the virtues of udon to people 
who've already ordered some. Rather, 
signs ask that customers not save seats, 
that they please place their tray on the 
mat to receive their bowl of noodles, and 
that they kindly return those trays when 
they’ve finished, so everyone may enjoy. 
Everyone is friendly, on an In-N-Out 
level, and at the end of the night when 
the tempura vats look like science-class 
volcanos, the mess is endearing. There 
may even be someone shouting “Fresh 
udon!” in a quasi-performative way, to 
heighten the drama. Thousand locations 
notwithstanding, it feels genuine. 

Every time I’ve gone, there’s been a 
long wait. Let it be said that the cafete- 
ria-style service front-loads the wait into 
a lengthy queue rather than, say, dicing it 
up into a brief wait for a table followed 
by a wait for a server to take your or- 
der followed by a wait for the food to 
arrive. The hyper-organized line, mon- 
itored by workers who also do their 
best to make sure that you keep the 
door closed so as not to let in the chill, 
comes in two segments — or three, if 
things are really busy. 

It can look like there’s a wait to wait. 
But there’s an agreeable vitality to all this 
being-bossed-around. You know that 
frustrating element to human psychol- 
ogy by which people wait for something 
for a long time only to panic and seize 
up when it finally comes time to spit 
out their decision? That doesn’t seem to 
happen here. And how crazy is the line, 
anyway? Well, I hung back on visiting 
Marugame until the K-L-M Muni tunnel 
closed for the summer, and somewhere 
between 15 and 40 minutes would elapse 
before I sat down to eat. Although you're 
outside for all but the last 10 minutes, 
compare that to a polite host telling you 
at 6 p.m. that the next table is at 10:45 
and you'll have your answer. Go get 
some udon before the tunnel reopens 
and there’s a wait to wait to wait.

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Go Eat This 
Now: Piccadilly 
Fish & Chips

The Tenderloin isn’t exactly 
known for fresh seafood, but like so 
many of San Francisco’s best kept se- 
crets, sometimes you have to look in the 
most unlikely of places to find them. 

Sandwiched between the TL and 
Nob Hill in Polk Gulch, Piccadilly Fish 
& Chips doesn’t give a damn what 
you think about the atmosphere or 
the location. It’s an unapologetic sea- 
food shack that could just as easily be 
found on a shoreline in Southern New 
England, but this space is just a little 
more charming. 






AT \ FRESH EATS 


Piccadilly resembles many small 
San Francisco restaurants, like dim 
sum places or taquerias, except that 
it serves only fried food. It stretch- 
es far back, with small tables along 
both walls and a tiny open kitchen 
that spans about half the length of 
the restaurant. Beneath a big yellow 
menu with an assortment of fishy 
combos is the only major appliance in 
the joint, a long deep fryer that looks 
like a massive breadbox with about 
six sliding doors that open to deep, 
oily pits. Right there, at the counter, 
is where you order with one of the 
kindly owners who still serve their 
customers every day. 

Piccadilly’s menu variety is sur- 
prisingly large, offering fried fish, 
crab, clams, oysters, scallops, prawns, 
and chicken, all lightly tempura-bat- 
tered and served on a pile of salty, 
thick-cut french fries. Because it’s 
usually what I’m craving, I keep it 
simple and stick to the fish, which is 
light, flaky, and tastes like summer. 
For $7.50, you can get two large pieces 
of white fish and a side of fries, and for 
about 20 cents more, you can upgrade 
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the fries to onion rings. Everything 

is also offered a la carte, in the event 
you happen to feel like a fried lunch is 
necessary while the french fries aren't. 
On the side, Piccadilly serves home- 
made coleslaw, friend mushrooms and 
zucchini, and even corn dogs if you're 
really feeling the spirit. 

This is the perfect example of a 
restaurant that’s more than just good 
food; it’s about the whole experience. 
It’s the smell of the seasoned deep fry- 
ers, the school-bus yellow menu with 
handwritten prices, and it’s the sweet 
older couple who have been serving 
fried fish to the neighborhood for 
years. It’s like going to the carnival and 
eating cotton candy or a blooming on- 
ion. You're not eating a big ball of fluffy 
blue sugar because it’s particularly deli- 
cious, but because that’s just what you 
do at the carnival. And obviously, these 
fish and chips are way tastier than cot- 
ton candy, but you get the idea.

Lagunitas Brewing Company introduces the “infused 
Sparkling beverage” Hi-Fi Hops, which comes hopped 


up with the marijuana magic of THC.

Beer and weed don’t go together 
— not legally, at least. California canna- 
bis laws are extremely strict on two 
points: Marijuana cannot be infused into 
an alcoholic beverage, and booze can 
never be served at “smoke lounges” that 
permit marijuana consumption. 

But Lagunitas Brewing Company 
has been pushing the legal limit for 
more than 25 years. Its THC-infused 
beverage Hi-Fi Hops just debuted as 
an alcohol-free faux beer that gets you 
high — no smoking required. 

Heineken bought the Sonoma craft 
brewery in 2017, but it’s always main- 
tained a stoner profile. Police famously 
raided Lagunitas over its weekly 4:20 
parties back in 2005, and its alcohol 
license was suspended for onsite mari- 
juana smoking. 

There’s nothing illegal about Hi-Fi 
Hops, but it can only be sold in single 
cans and at licensed dispensaries. This 
“hoppy sparking water” comes in two 
different versions, a 10-milligram THC 
brew and a CBD hybrid version that 
contains 5 milligrams of both active 
ingredients. 


SF Weekly tried the hybrid with 
both THC and CBD. We found the 
relaxing CBD effects hit more quickly 
than the alcohol buzz of a normal beer, 
and a loopy THC head buzz kicked in 
separately some 30 minutes later. The 
marijuana in this mix is from Abso- 
luteXtracts, a Sonoma craft cannabis 
manufacturer with a well-respected 
line of vape pens. 

This hops drink is indeed intoxicat- 
ing, but it’s a non-alcoholic non-beer 
dressed in beer’s clothing. Hi-Fi Hops 
has more of a club soda or tonic water 
flavor that does not even attempt to 
mimic beer. Craft beer enthusiasts can 
argue points on the hop flavoring, but 
to a microbrew muggle, this drink just 
tastes like a carbonated cocktail mixer. 

Hi-Fi Hops is more of a canned 
cocktail than a cold beer. Pouring it 
does not generate much head, its bub- 
bles and fizz disappear quickly, and 
it has few technical qualities that will 
impress beer snobs. 

But yeah, one can gets you notice- 
ably (though not significantly) high. 

Despite its faint resemblance to 
an actual beer, Hi-Fi Hops will still 
generate curiosity and demand simply

As their otherworldly music may suggest, Beach House are one of the few acts 
birthed out of the late-2000s indie explosion that not only play stronger than 
ever, but continue to win the attention of newcomers in addition to longtime 
fans. The Baltimore duo, consisting of Victoria Legrand and Alex Scally, initially 
received acclaim for their 2006 self-titled debut, and continued to release a 
stream of increasingly developed and consistent records, including 2010’s im- 
peccable Teen Dream and 2012’s equally enchanting Bloom, both of which are 
considered to be among the best albums of the decade. In May, Beach House re- 
leased its seventh studio album, simply titled 7, to near-unanimous praise from 
critics and fans alike, with many applauding its noticeably darker and heavier 
sonic style. The mid-song breakdown on standout track “Dive” exemplifies this 
departure and hears the duo entering a fast-paced rhythm backed by live drums 
and post-punk guitars, all under that distinct auditory haze that only Legrand 
and Scally can create. At its best, 7 is a staunch declaration that Beach House re- 
fuses to be defined by a single sound or album, and still evokes a sense of won-

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VE \ DIFFERENCES

I’m gay and have been dating a guy for 10 months. 
He’s great overall, and I would say for the most 
part we both want it to work out. But Iam having a 
problem with his friends and other lifestyle choices. 
All of his friends are straight, and almost all of them 
are women. All of my friends have always been gay 
men, like me, so I find this strange. I don’t have any 
problem with women, but I don’t hang out with any 
women, and neither do most of my friends. He makes 
dinner plans for us with his straight friends almost 
every week, and I grin and bear it. They're always 
old coworkers, so the whole conversation is them 
talking about old times or straighty talk about their 
children. It’s incredibly boring. He’s met my friends, 
and he likes some of them but dislikes others. It’s ob- 
vious that he is not comfortable relating to gay men, 
generally speaking. He does not seem knowledgeable 
about gay history or culture. For example, he strongly 
dislikes drag queens and never goes to gay bars. There 
is one woman in particular he makes dinner for every 
Friday night. It’s a standing date that he’s only occa- 
sionally been flexible about changing to accommodate 
plans for the two of us. Now he’s planning a weeklong 
vacation with her. When he first mentioned this trip, 
he asked if I would want to spend a week camping. I 
said no, because I don’t like camping. He immediately 
went forward with planning it with her. I'm pretty 
sure the two of them had already hatched this plan, 
and I don’t think he ever really wanted me to go. I 
think it's WEIRD to want to go camping for an entire 
week with some old lady. He does other weird things, 
too, like belonging to a strange new-age church, which 
is definitely at odds with my strongly held anti-reli- 
gious views. He has asked me to attend; I went once, 
and it made me EXTREMELY uncomfortable. The 
fact that I didn’t like it just turned into a seemingly 
unsolvable problem between us. He says I'm not being 
“supportive. I need some advice on how to get past 
my intense feelings of aversion to the weirdness. How 
can I not let our differences completely destroy the 
relationship? 


Hopelessly Odd Man Out 


Differences don’t have to destroy a relation- 
ship. Differences can actually enhance and help 
sustain a relationship. But for differences to have 
that effect, HOMO, both partners have to appre- 
ciate each other for their differences. You don’t 
sound appreciative—you sound contemptuous. 
And that’s a problem. 

According to Dr. John Gottman of the Gott- 
man Institute (a research institution dedicated to 
studying and strengthening marriages and other 
interpersonal relationships)—who says he can 
accurately predict divorce in 90 percent of cas- 
es—contempt is the leading predictor of divorce. 
“When contempt begins to overwhelm your rela- 
tionship, you tend to forget entirely your partner's 
positive qualities,” he writes in Why Marriages Suc- 
ceed or Fail. Contempt, Gottman argues, destroys 
whatever bonds hold a couple together. 

You've been together only 10 months, HOMO, 
and you're not married, but it sounds like con- 
tempt has already overwhelmed your relationship. 
It’s not just that you dislike his friends, you're 
contemptuous of them; it’s not just that you don’t 
share his spiritual beliefs, you’re contemptuous 
of them; it’s not just that his gayness is expressed 
in a different-than-yours-but-still-perfectly-valid 
way, you're contemptuous of him as a gay man. 
Because he doesn’t watch Drag Race or hang out in 
gay bars. Because he’s got a lot of female friends. 
Because he’s happy to sit and talk with his friends 
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about their kids. (There’s nothing “straighty” 
about kid conversations. Gay parents take part in 
those conversations, too. And while we're in this 
parenthesis: I can’t understand why anyone would 
waste their time actively disliking drag queens. 
But being a gay male correlates more strongly with 
liking dick than it does with liking drag.) 

This relationship might work if you were capa- 
ble of appreciating the areas where you two over- 
lap—your shared interests (including your shared 
interest in each other)—and content to let him go 
off and enjoy his friends, his new-age church, and 
his standing Friday-night dinner date. A growing 
body of research shows that divergent interests + 
some time away from each other + mutual respect 
= long-term relationship success. You’re missing 
the “mutual respect” part—and where this for- 
mula is concerned, HOMO, two out of three ain’t 
enough. 

Here’s how it might look if you could appreci- 
ate your differences: You'd do the things you enjoy 
doing together—like, say, each other—but on Fri- 
day nights, he makes dinner for his bestie and you 
hit the gay bars with your gay friends and catch a 
drag show. You would go on vacations together, 
but once in a while he'd go on vacation with one of 
his “straighty” friends, and once in a while you'd 
go on vacation with your gay friends. On Sundays, 
he'd go to woo-woo church and youd sleep in or 
binge-watch Pose. You'd be happy to let him be 
him, and he'd be happy to let you be you—and 
together the two of you would add up to an inter- 
esting, harmonious, compelling “we.” 

But I honestly don’t think you have it in you. 

P.S. I have lots of straight friends, and ’ma 
parent, and sometimes I| talk with other parents 
about our children, and I rarely go to gay bars, and 
I haven't gotten around to watching Pose yet, or 
the most recent season of Drag Race, for that mat- 
ter. It’s devastating to learn, after all these years 
and all those dicks, that I’m terrible at being gay. 

P.PS. If a straight person told you, “I don’t 
have any problem with gay men, but I don’t hang 
out with any gay men, and neither do most of my 
friends,” you'd think they had a problem with gay 
men, right? 


I’ve been in an on-again, off-again relationship for 
the past four years. My girlfriend has an assortment 
of mental-health issues—anxiety, depersonalization 
episodes, depression, paranoia, among others—that 
make it very stressful and tiring to be with her. De- 
spite my best attempts at getting her to seek help, 
she refuses to take the plunge. Whether it’s a result of 
her illness or not, she refuses to believe that I actually 
want to be with her. I do care deeply about her, and 
the good days are wonderful. But nearly every time 
we go on a date or have sex, it ends in tears, and I 
have to endlessly reassure her that I do really want 
to be with her. I’m exhausted by having to defend my 
feelings for her multiple times per week and I don't 
know what to do. 

He’s Exhausted And Lost 


There’s only one thing you can do, HEAL: Put 
this relationship on hold—take it back to off- 
again status—and make getting back together 
contingent upon her seeking help for her men- 
tal-health issues. You've made it clear, again and 
again, that you want to be with her. By finally 
seeking help—by actually taking the plunge—she 
can make it clear that she wants to be with you.
